NEW YORK (AP)—Three years 
ago, Robert Nazzaro, a teon-aged 
gunm an, had a shady past and a 
bleak future. 
Today, Nazzaro, now 18. has a 
good job and is preparing himself 
for 
an 
engineering 
career. 
His 
crim inal record has been wiped 
out. 
The change cam e about through 
the 
help 
of 
an 
understanding 
judge and an assistant district a t­ 
torney who prefers rehabilitation 
to prosecution. Most of all, though, 
It 
cam e about 
through Nazzaro 
himself. 
In 1959, Nazzaro appeared be­ 
fore G eneral Sessions Judge

guilty to trying to shoot another 
youth he believed—wrongly—to be 
a m em ber of a rival gang.

By BERN IE (iOl LD 
NEW YORK (A Pi—The British 
jumped the gun and put through 
the first trans-Atlantic telephone 
call via Telstar Thursday night. 
The space communications satel­ 
lite thus generated an out-of-this- 
world rivalry between the English 
and the French.

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AUTO FOLKLORE, MYTH 
Since the automobile is such a necessary 
part of our lives, it is not surprising that a 
body of folklore and myth should have 
grown up around it. 
There is, for instance, the ritual of tire- 
kicking, the practical basis for which has 
been lost in the dim recesses of pro-Detroit 
time. 
There are those who adhere to the sac­ 
rament of oil change every specific 1,000 
miles despite the time interval involved or 
the driving conditions encountered. 
Then there are the brake-fanners who, 
following their fathers’ faith, stoutly main­ 
tain that pumping the brakes is the only 
true way to salvation at the bottom of a 
steep hill. 
A lot of these motoring myths are dis­ 
appearing as the industry approaches the 
day when tires will last the life of a car 
and engines will be permanently sealed at 
the factory. 
As for the other belief, a recent test by 
engineers has proved that a steady pres­ 
sure on the brakes is more effective than 
pumping, releasing, pumping. The increased 
rotating speed of the wheels, caused when 
the brakes are released, requires more 
braking power than is saved by the momen­ 
tary release. 
A 
corollary 
belief 
that 
you 
should 
descend a hill in the same gear used to 
ascend it no longer holds with today’s higli- 
horsepovver engines and automatic trans­ 
missions, where downshift docs not occur 
until very low speeds. 
The engineers make a few recommenda­ 
tions for descending hills: 
Use steady pressure on the brakes; don’t- 
“fan.” 
Put car in a lower gear, if necessary, to 
avoid excessive braking. 
If the brake pedal continues to get hard­ 
er, despite a reduction in gear speed, pull 
off to the side and allow the barkes to cool 
Braking hard from a speed of only 40 
m.p.h. can heat linings to 800 degrees F. 


iThese Days' 


By GEORGE SO K O LSK Y 
LAW ENFORCEM ENT 
A text book on law enforcom ent rarely comes 
my way ami when I saw this one, “Introduction 
to Law Enforcement," I w ondered w hether I was 
not looking at a new science. The authors are 
A. C. Germ ann, Professor of Police at Long Beach 
S tate College, California; F ra n k D. Day, P roles­ 
sor of Police A dm inistration at Michigan S tate 
University. E ast Lansing, Michigan; and Robert 
R. J. Gallati, Assistant Chief Inspector, Com­ 
manding Officer, M anhattan. New York, Assistant 
Dean for Police Studies, City College. New York 
and Commanding Officer of the Police Academy. 
Obviously, police w ork has entered the uni­ 
versity and we shall have an increasing num ber 
of educated policemen. This is all to the good, be­ 
cause law enforcem ent requires understanding of 
what law is and w hat enforcem ent m eans in a free 
society. 
An attem pt is m ade in this book to treat police 
work historically and sociologically. The general 
reader m av not be interested in this p art of the 
book, although he should be as. at this time, when 
crime is on so serious an increase, law enforce­ 
ment is everybody’s business. 
In this country there are m any agencies of 
law enforcement, the municipal police, the state 
police, the FBI. the various courts, municipal, 
state and federal. There are varieties of police of­ 
ficers and varieties of prosecuting officers. 
As I read this book. I reached the conclusion 
that the principal problem which faces all the 
law enforcoment agencies is how to enforce the 
law w ithout violating it. 
This involves not only such devices as w ire­ 
tapping, tam pering with the mail, but also en ­ 
trapm ent. The authors of this book answ er this 
question thus: 
“It can bo said th a t a certain am ount of law’ 
enforcement activity lies in a white zone 
w here 
actions are legal and moral, and would stand the 
penetrating evaluation of judge, scholar, minister, 
lawyer, and citizen. . . 
“It can be said th at a small portion of law 
enforcement activity lies in a black /.one— where 
actions are legally and m orally reprehensible, and 
could 
not 
be 
justified 
by 
the 
most 
agile 
casuistry. . 
Then the authors describe another area: 
“And, it can be said that ano th er portion of 
law enforcement activity lies in a g r e y zone— 
where otherwise illegal or immoral activities are 
somehow tolerated and rationalized by both public 
and police. . 
The Black and the Grey Zones are intolerable 
in a free society and should be avoided no m a tte r 
how serious the crime. It is easy for the police or 
a prosecutor, seeking to build a case w hether for 
a corr ct reason or to m ake publicity for himself, 
or to take personal or political revenge. Even if 
it docs not hold up in a court of law. such action 
could ruin a reputation or rob a person of his 
Ireedom. This is particularly true w hen e n tra p ­ 
ment is employed or when lesser persons are 
offered imm unity for greater crimes in order to 
catch some objective person. 
This is strictly an abuse of the Anglo-Saxon 
theory of law enforcem ent and is intolorable in 
a free society. This, like guilt by association, is a 
product of desperation in law enforcem ent. 
Law 
enforcoment 
officers 
who 
violate 
the 
traditions of law enforcement, who invade lawyer- 
client relationships or who invade the authority 
of the courts have no place in our society. They 
engender disrespect for the law and create dis­ 
order and scandal. 
The police are learning not to use the rubber 
hose or the sharp lights to extract a confession. 
Such conduct is suitable for Nazi G erm any but 
has no place in our society. The prosecutor who 
bugs telephones and sneaks mail w ithout a court 
order or w ithout notice is as criminal as the of­ 
fender he wishes to catch. 
The value of “Introduction to Law' Enforce­ 
ment" is th at it is an effort to show’ how to do 
the job with clean hands and a sense of decency. 
Many years ago, Beccaria founded the science of 
criminology and influenced the world to improve 
its problems. The great criminologist of the last 
century, Lombroso, added m uch to an under­ 
standing of the subject. 
It is now necessary to m ake law enforcem ent 
not only effective but orderly. Men should be tried 
in courts of law not bj advance notices in the 
gossip columns of newspapers. The solution, of 
course, is to take all law enforcem ent out of 
politics, but that is a bit too m uch to ask at this 
stage.

A text book on law enforcem ent rarely comes 
my way a n i when I saw this one, “Introduction 
to Law Enforcem ent,” I w ondered w hether I w as 
not looking at a new science. The authors are 
A. C. G erm ann, Professor of Police a t Long Reach 
S tate College, C alifornia; F ran k D. Day, P rofes­ 
sor of Police A dm inistration at M ichigan S ta te 
University, E ast Lansing, M ichigan; and R obert 
R 
J. Galiati, A ssistant Chief Inspector, Com ­ 
manding Officer, M anhattan. New York. A ssistant 
Dean for Police Studies. C ity College. New York 
and Comm anding Officer of the Police Academy. 
Obviously, police w ork has entered the uni­ 
versity and we shall have an increasing num ber 
of educated policemen. This is ail to the good. be­ 
cause law enforcem ent requires understanding of 
w hat law is and w hat enforcem ent m eans in a free 
society. 
An attem pt is m ade in this book to treat police 
work historically and sociologically. The general 
read er m ay not be interested in this p art of the 
book, although he should be as. at this time, w hen 
crim e is on so serious an increase, law enforce­ 
ment is everybody’s business. 
In this country there are m any agencies of 
law enforcem ent, the m unicipal police, the sta te 
police, the FB I, the various courts, m unicipal, 
state and federal.

If the brake pedal continues to get hard­ 
er, despite a reduction in gear speed, pull 
off to the side and allow the burkes to cool 
Braking hard from a speed of only IO 
m.p.h. can heat linings to SOO degrees F . 
A heavy' load, of course, increases the 
strain on brakes. It may also lower the body 
of the car, cutting off cooling air to the 
brakes. 


ANOTHER INCOME TAX 
Suburbanites with city jobs see tax^s 
sprouting all around them. Assessments, 
especially for schools, are high in commu­ 
nities with little business property to tax. 
Newly settled areas frequently have extra 
costs for development of public services. 
Meanwhile the vogue for the city income 
tax is spreading. City governments main­ 
tain that people who earn their living in 
the city, use city streets and other expen­ 
sive services but pay property taxes some­ 
where else should contribute to the co^ts 
of running the city. Detroit recently joined 
the group collecting wage taxes and ex er ts 
to add about 35 million dollars to its an­ 
nual income this way. 
The financial pressures which make this 
technique seem necessary strengthen the 
case for closer cooperation among commu­ 
nities within the same metropolitan area— 
if not “metro’’ government, at least mort 
merging of basic services needed by 
the residents.

The value of “Introduction to I .aw E nforce­ 
m en t'’ is th at it is an effort to show how to do 
the job w ith clean hands and a sense of decency. 
M any years ago, Recearia founder! the science of 
crim inology and influenced the world to im prove 
its problems. T he g reat crim inologist of the last 
century, Lombroso. added m uch to an u nder­ 
standing of the subject. 
It is now necessary to m ake law- enforcem ent 
not only effective but orderly. Men should be tried 
in courts of law not bj advance notices in the 
gossip columns of newspapers. T he solution, of 
course, is to tak e all law’ enforcem ent out of 
politics, but that is a bit too m uch to ask at this 
stage,

Negro leaders, agreed to refund 
the bond money on Wednesdays 
land Fridays.

“Now we are testing the sincer­ 
ity and good faith of the city offi­ 
cials 
and

Pritchett confirmed the agree­ 
ment on fhe bonds and these other 
points—noninterference in integra­ 
tion of public travel facilities, in­ 
cluding 
city 
buses should

City buses were forced 
to shut down because of a Negro 
boycott earlier this year.

“Everybody in Albany must be 
free.”

two Negro leaders were 
freed from city jail after serving 
three days of a 45-day sentence 
for parading without a permit, a 
charge resulting from a Decem­ 
ber march they led. 
Their $178 fines, which they re­ 
fused to pay, were put up by a 
“ well-dressed Negro man,” said 
Pritchett. 
King and Abernathy said they 
didn’t know who paid the fines 
and that their constitutional ights 
had been violated with their ejec­ 
tion from jail.

One would 
eliminate the provision for con­ 
trol of volume of potatoes market­ 
ed by handlers.

29 Negroes Pass, 
29 Flunk Voter 
Test in Monroe 


MONROE, La. (AP) — Twenty- 
eight Negroes from a northeast 
Louisiana 
parish 
(county) 
have 
passed a voter qualification test 
conducted by a federal judge un­ 
der the 1960 Civil Rights Act. 
Twenty-nine others flunked the 
test Thursday and another 25 who 
had applied to take it did not show 
up. 
No Negro has ever voted in E ast 
Carroll 
Parish, where 
the tests 
were given in the first proceed ng 
of its kind under the 1960 act. 
Louisiana’s attorney general has 
until July 20 to file written objec­ 
tions to the procedures invoived in 
testing the applicants. U.S. Dist. 
Court Judge Edwin F. Hunter Jr., 
who supervised the tests, wall take 
final action on the registration ap­ 
plications following a court hear­ 
ing July 23. 
Hunter handled the applications 
under a Civil Rights Act provision 
calling for federal jurists to take 
such action where a pattern of 
discrim ination has been found to 
exist. 
After another federal judge or­ 
dered alleged diiscrim¡nation halt­ 
ed in E ast Carroll, 87 Negroes ap­ 
plied to vote. 
Hunter adopted the voter quali­ 
fication test 
after a conference 
earlier in the week with Louisi­ 
ana’s Sovereignty Commission, a 
segregation watchdog unit which 
recently 
secured 
legislative 
ap­ 
proval of unifoiTn voter registra­ 
tion procedures. 
The 12-question, multiple-choice 
test covered such subjects as what 
the legisiative branch of state gov­ 
ernm ent does, how senators are 
elected and who pays m ail car­ 
riers.
